Sbamk.v Dkvourko my Sharks.— A Glou- 
cester correspondent informs the Boston 
Journal of the 31st, that intelligence has 
been received at that port of the loss of one 
of the mackerel catchers which left the Hay 
of St. Lawrence last month with a full faro. 
When just outside Cape Causo, during the 
night, in a thick fog, she was run down by a 
steamer, carrying away her bowsprit and 
foremast, and Btav.ng in her bows. What 
damage the steamer sustained is not known, 
as she passed on without offering any as- 
sistance to the schooner. The wind blowing 
fresh f'rvm the northward, they found it im- 
possible to reach the Nova Scotiuu shore, 
and after drifting about for two days, headed 
for the Western Islands, but had proceeded 
but twenty-four hours when she bocamo 
water-logged and unmanageable. Seven of 
the crew were washed overboard by the sea-, 
and the remaining nine took to the boats. 
They were in the boat two days, when it 
capsized, and before they could get her right- 
ed, two men were devoured by sharks. By 
this misfortune, they lost all their provisions, 
water and oars. In this condition they Heat- 
ed about for four days, during which time 
two men died of exhaustion. One of the 
bodies was thrown overboard, and the other 
wm kept to satisfy the hunger which was 
nunHumiiiK x\\cm ; but just as tl.OV WCro 
about to partake or thin Irorrid meal, iv iai\ 
hove in sight, which rapidly neared and 
rescued them more dead than alive. The 
vessel which rescued them was a Portuguese, 
She carried them to St. Domingo, where 
they were kindly treated and sort homo by 
tho American Consul. The name ..r the 
schooner is not given, neither the names of 
the captain or crew. The steamer was pro- 
bably one outward bound, as no intelligence 
of such a collision has been received on this 
side ol the Atlantic. 

Pahhicide in Francis.— A dreadful mur 
dor was committed lately at Senilly. near 
Dijon, bv a young woman, named Lucie 
Mi-Miuit, on the person of her father. It ap- 
pears from the confession of the murderess, 
who is barely twenty years of age, that she 
and her father had quarreled on the previous 
night, respecting tier projected marriage 
with a man whom her father altogether dis- 
approved. Irritated by this opposition to her 
wishes, she came to tho desperate resolution 
of murdering her father; and, accordingly, 
having waited till ho was in bed and last 
asleep, she took a chopper, and struck htm 
repeatedly on tho head; then, suddenly re- 
len'iog, she drew her victim out of bed to 
the top of the stairs, near an open window, 
but finding no signs of life, she removed the 
body back again to the bed, and screamed 
for help. When the neighbors camo she 
acknowledged her guilt, and was taken into 
custody. On the following day she con- 
trived to elude the vigilance of thegendarwr 
who had her in charge, and throw heraejf 
into a well. Sho was, however, got out al- 
most unhurt, and afterwards lodged in tho 
prison of Suntur^ 

r>kscoVK.iY in Egypt.— A Paris corres- 
pondent writes that a letter received there 
from Aug. Marriette, tho eminent Egyptian 
antiquarian, states that a very important dis- 
covery has been madu in Egypt: " Iho ex- 
cavations made at Memphis have brought 
to light a metal founder's workshop. Wo 
have already discovered his tools and about 
f,,rty pounds of unrefined silver, gold medals, 
twenty silver medals never seen before, and 
other objects destined to tho crucible."

Eaquimalt Town Election. 

Yesteiday was played tho highly suc- 
cessful farce of " the Esquimalt Town elec- 
tion." It were folly to designate it any- 
thing else but a farce. Moreover, it would 
be historically unjust to Mr. Gordon to say 
he was elected. We will do for him what 
his friends will not— we say he was ap- 
pointed to a neat in the Assembly, and wo 
regret that he is not sufficiently sensitive to 
refuse a position only secured by over- 
turning the solemn decision of an Election 
Committee. That decision, staling that tho 
electoral lists were inapplicable to 1860, 
can be borne out by the lettered spirit of 
the " Registration of Voters Act 1859." It 
was tho unanimous decision of the Commu- 
tes. And yet that decision, which every 
one concedes to be legally and equitably 
just, was overturned to perpetrate the farce 
of yesterday.

Hero 
there is a lino spring of fresh water, and 
here the alcohol is diluted and sold, Others 
have a still more profitable plan. They will 
purchase acids and drugs and proceeding n 
hort distance from town, manufacture, with 
the assistance of water, a compound that 
is not inaptly styled by thorn " lightning on 
the wing." This is retailed at tho price of 
fifty cents a bottle to the unsophisticated 
Siwashes, and has probably hurried moro 
natives into their graves than all oilier 
causes combined. It is said to be poisonous 
in the extreme, and a small horn of it would 
almost kill a white man. Still the Indians 
seem [to like the stud; and somo how or 
another, in most cases appear to entertain 
feelings of respect for the persons who are 
principally the cause of the decimation of 
the tribes, and will often assist in secreting 
them when the police arc on their track. 
The reason of the rapid increase in this 
growing evil, we ascribe wholly to the fact 
that the present law is not sufficiently 
stringent, and we are pleased to note the fne t

A Pacific Confederacy. 

Tho Sacramento Standard, one of the dis- 
union sheets of California, edited by the 
State Printer, immediately after the election 
published an article advising lbi9 formation 
of a Pacific Confederacy in tho event of a 
dissolution, Tho San Francisco Alta quotes 
his remarks, and comes out in good earnest 
in favor of the Pacific States going with the 
North. The article is temperate and firm, 
•nd no doubt reflects the sentiments of a 
large majority of the people. We quote a 
portion of it: 

" And if dissolution must come, against 
our desire and protest, we wish no indepen- 
dent republic, but will adhere to the North 
as a matter of interest and affection on tho 
partof a majority of our citizens, without 
the least ill-will or want ofafleotion towards 
the South. We hope, and fervently trust, 
that the North and South may remain 
united forever, but if they will separate, we 
must choose to adhere to the North, Tho 
majority of our citizens are undoubtedly 
natives of the Northern States. California 
is a free State, as they are. The bulk of 
our population is to be expected from thetn 
in the future as they have furnished it in 
the past. Our imports eoine from them. Our 
exports go to them. Our treasure is shipped 
to them. Their ships (ill our harbors. Their 
whalers and sailors fiil tho Pacific. They 
have the superabundance of population to 
fill up the vacant territories between us and 
the Missouri river. They have every inte- 
rest to connect our coast with the Missis- 
sippi. They have tlie great share of the 
wealth, the military power, the population, 
and the elements of future growth, strength 
and prosperity of tho Union ; and we must 
remain with them, because we should not, 
and cannot safely stand alone. 

" We repeat again, our firm conviction, 
ihat there is conservative feeling and pa- 
triotism enough in the Union to withstand 
the fanatUal views of either Northern or 
Southern demagogues, and with a Demo- 
cratic Senate, and a probable Demociatio 
majority in the House of Heprasentative*-, 
even if Lincoln were a lunatic, there can be 
no possible fear of acts which would give 
the color of chance for the disnnionists." 

A few days thereafter, it ie gratifying to 
state, the Standard died from a want of 
funds to carry it on. So we have no doubt 
the mass of the people are opposed to auy 
such arrangement as it proposed; otherwise) 
means might easily have been raised to 
carry it on. 

Gold Excitement in Canada. 

Our Canadian brethren seem to have be- 
come very much excited recently, owing to 
the reported richness of the Chanderu liivor 
mines. Gold has been received from that 
section in small quantities for some time 
Lack; but lately, owing to stories that have 
been circulated of the finding of large nug- 
gets, quite an excitement has been created. 
A Quebec correspondent of the New York 
Times writes that paper : 

" For mouths past, habitants, as the Frenoh 
Canadians are culled, have been coming into 
Quebec with nugge' i and dust, which they 
have sold to jewelers and. others at consid- 
erably below the market value; and one 
Harris, 11 watchmaker, in particular, has thus 
bought some S70i> or S8UI) worth of the prec- 
iou«°metal. A day or two since two men 
came in with nuggets to a considerable 
amount, one of which I have seen, worth 
over $100, being bought by Mr. Harris for 

gfiO and as almost every other person in 

the city saw some of the gold in question, 
it naturally became the theme of common 
conversation. One O'Farrell, a notorious 
lawyer, once a member of parliament,seems, 
however, to have been the first to take ac- 
tive measures for discovering where the gold 
was found, He got into company with the 
men, and after plying them with liquor lib- 
erally, talked gold to a very considerable 
e ttent, but never a word eon id he worm out 
as to where they got it. Ho nevertheless 
b.'bed the hostler at the inn where they 
titayod to find out tor him where they lived, 
which was done accordingly. 

"1 was in the Crown Land OfBco, trans- 
acting business yesterday, when in nunc Mr. 
O'Farrell, asking about mining licenses. Ono 
vraf> ihovn him, but it was simply a license 
to look for the baser metals, und he was told 
that the form of those for soarohing and 
mining fur gold and silver having been 
found unsatisfactory, and the changes to bo 
made not having been decided upon \>y the 
government, lie could not have one issued. 
He was further told thai only two had oyer 
been granted, and received some information 
ns to tho measure of success. 

"The next thing M-. OTurroll did was to 
buy some old AflWaw' clothes, mode of gray 
homOBpUB cloth, ami, olad in these he lust 
night started for tho residence of the men 
who came in with the nugget-. He speaks 
French as well as English, cun hold his own

He asked ono 
or two people to join him in his little bit of 
adventuro, but finally started alone. Ilo 
made no nocrut of what ho was about, talking 
of it to anybody who chose to listen.'

Garibaldi's Personal Efforts and 
Dangers. — A correspondent of the Journal 
rlcs ])cbats says: The most brilliant episode 
of the action of the 1st v( October was the 
recapture of the battery at the foot of Mont 
Sari Angelo. When I loft Santa Maria, 1 
knew that the battery had been very much 
disabled in the morning. Garibaldi arrived 
at ( J o'clock, when the enemy was thunder- 
ing at it with all his strength, because it 
took him in flank, and was causing severe 
loss. The triple battery courageously re- 
sisted t!ie attack, and never slackened fire, 
when all at once the one situated at the foot 
of the hill became silent. The royalists, to 
the number of 2500, got round the hill, and 
rushing upon the guns, spiked five of them, 
ami killed .several of the men at their pieces. 
Garibaldi' on the Sail Taminaro side, soon 
observed the silence of his favorite battery, 
and an aid-de-camp from General Milwitz 
soon informed him of the disaster, which 
would probably have lost him the battle. 
Garibaldi at once started olT, crossed Santa 
Maria, followed by Medici and his staff, 
and. collecting what men he could, cried 
out in a voice which caused all to shudder: 
•' We are going to die, but the Italians must 
win the day; at all other points we have 
conquered." 

Followed by one hundred men at a rapid 
pace, Garibaldi, leading the way in a small 
disabled carriage, went riiilit forward. Rut 
just as they got near the Casino of San 
Angelo, some Neapolitan Chasseurs who 
wen; lying on tin' ground rose anil fell upon 
them. The coachman drove his horses into 
a ditch, and formed a barricade of the car- 
riage. Garibaldi jumped up, indignant, 
and went up to the Chasseur*, shouting 
"Viva Italia!" Some of his men coming 
up at the same time, the enemy became 
demoinlized and took to flight, Garibaldi 
was slightly wounded in the stomach, and 
his irowsers were riddled by several bullets. 
" If I only had another pair," he said, and 
without further remark he inarched towards 
a battalion of 150 Hungarians, commanded 
by Gen. Mogyorady. Ilo pointed to tho 
Neapolitans who were in possession of the 
battery, and cried out to them, " Forward 
my lads: disperse that rabble yonder for 
me This " rabble " consisted of a regi- 
ment of the line, a squadron of cavalry, a 
company of chasseurs and a company of ar 
tillery. The Hungarians, without waiting 
to count the numbers of the adversary, 
rushed forward and charged with the bay- 
onet. After a contest of twenty minutes 
the battery was retaken, nnd once more it 
poured its storm of grape on the Neapolitan 
troops, who fled in confusion across tho 
fields., The Hungarians in this encounter 
had 30 men put hors du combat, the Ne- 
apolitans about 200. Gaiioaltii did not wait 
to ilrrss his wounds, but hurried elsewhere. 
The day, however, was now won. 

Teiiuiui.e SuTci.e.— A late Eastern pa- 
per gives an account of tho most horrible 
caso of suicide wo over heard of : 

"James Black, inn-keeper, of New Ber- 
wick, Mass., burned himself to death by 
sitting on u burning pile of sticks I He 
arrived there on Saturday week, and he first 
appeared very unsettled, and told some of 
Ins acquaintances that this would be the last 
time they would meet— they had hotter 
shake hands. The wook passed on till 
Saturday morning, when ho was noticed 
going into a field whore Homo boys wore 
burning soinu brush, nnd sat down on the 
burning pile till his clothes were all burned 
oil him. .The boys gave tho alarm, when 
two lads camo and slagged him off, but ho 
still persisted in going on. They tried to 
taku him oil, but ho still wanted to remain 
on, saying that was his doom. Ho then was 
entirely roasted, Not u particle ol clothing 

remained on him. Ho bore it all without 

any signs of torture. Medical uid was of no 
avail ; he lingered on for about eight hours, 
when death came to his relief.
